SA Hereas Our late Royall Father of happy Memorie deceaſed, 
© J&| Þauing vnderſtood by the generall complaints of his louing ſub- 
%, iects from the ſeuerall parts of His Realme of England, that of 
7% || late peeres theretofoze,the Woolles of this Kingdome were extee⸗ 

2 || dingly fallen from their wonted values, and that the Cloth and 
Stute of the lame had not that vent in foꝛreigne parts, which foz- 
8 || merly they had, and taking into his Pzincely conſideration the 
weighty conſequence thereof, as of amatter of very great impo2- 
72 tante, foꝛ the wealth and welfare of this Kingdom, alſo being tare⸗ 
full to pꝛouide a ſpeedy and effettuall remedie againſt ſuch a grow⸗ 
| ing enill, did by aduice of his Pꝛiup Councell, and after infkoꝛzma⸗ 
tion and repoꝛt made by diuers perſons of qualitie, and knowen abilitie truſted in that be- 
halfe, finde amongſt other things of moment That the expoꝛtation of Woolles, Wool-fels, 
woollen Yarne, Fullers earth, and Woad aſhes, were agreat means to enable the fozreigne 
making of cloth, and a pꝛintipall impediment to the vent of our clothes made in England: And 
that the falſe and deceitfull making, dying, and dꝛeſſing of our cloth and ſtuffes here made of 
Woolles, did exceedingly diſgrace, anddiſcredite the Dꝛaperie ofthis our Kingdome, and did 
very much hinder the vent of thoſe Commodities. Therupon Our laid late Father, did by his 
ropall P2oclamatton , bearing date the twentieth day of luly, in the twentieth yeere of his 
reigne ouer England, France, and Ireland, ſtraightly charge and command, that no manner of 
Woolles, Wool-fels, Woollen Barne, Coꝛniſh haire, Fullers earth, oz Woad-aſhes, ſhould be 
at any time oꝛ times, thereafter expoꝛted out of this Realme of England, Dominion of Wales, 
Lowne, oz Pozt of Berwickc, oz any the Pfles, Pozts, Creekes, oz places thereof, into 
any foꝛreigne parts, oꝛ into the Kingdome of Scotland : noꝛ that any of theſayd Commodities 


Mould be tranſpoꝛted ont of our Kingdome of Ireland, into any other parts, then — — 
Nealme 


Realine of Eu2landonely bpon ſuch paines as in the ſayd Pꝛotlamation are contained. Foz- - 
almuch as the ſayd Pꝛoclamation was by Our Fathers deceaſe determined: And yet Wee 
finde that the reaſons and necelſitie doe ſtill remaine. 

Wee there foꝛe, out ofthe great deſire We haue to aduante the wealth of Dur people, and 
by all meanes poſſible to cheriſh and comfozt their labours, haue thought fit by the adutce of 
Dur pꝛiuie Councell to renew the laid Pꝛoclamation, with further pꝛohibition of the expoz⸗ 
tation of Hydes both tand, and rawe, by reaſon of the crpoztation whereof. as voce are in- 
fkozmed, divers the like abuſes and inconueniences haue, and doe daply happen. 

vaherctoze Our will and pleaſure is, and we doe by theſe pzeſents ſtraightly charge and 
command, that no manner of Woolles, Wool-fels, Woollen yarne, Cozmſh haire, Fullers 
carth, Woad aſhes, o2 Dydes either raw, oꝛ tand, be at any time, oz times hereafter cxpoz: 
ted out of this Dur Kealme of England, Domimon of Wales, Towne , oꝛ Pozt of Berwicke, 
02 any the Jlles, Po2ts, Creekes, oz places thereof, into any fo2reigne parts, o2 into 
Our Kingdoime ot Scotland, no2 that auy manner of woolles, Wool fels, Woollen parne, 
Coꝛniſh haire, Fullers earth, Woad-alhes, o2 Hydes, cither raw oꝛ tand, be tranſpoꝛted out 
of Our Ringdome of Ircland into any other parts, then into the Realnie of England onelp: 
vpon paine of confiſcation of all ſachWoolles and other the Pzemiſſes ſo-tranſpozted, o2 
endeauoured to be tranſpozted, as allo of Our higheſt indignatton, and the ſeuereſt cenſure of 
Dur Court of Starre chamber, and of ſuch other paines and penalties as by the 
— and Statutes of this Our Kingdome, and by Our P2crogatiue Royall may 

e inflicted. 

And to the end that all Officers and Miniſters in, o2 about Our Poꝛts of England may 
the moze ſtrictly looke to the obſernance of this Pur will and pleaſure, fo: the Weale of this 
Our Kingdome : we doe further ttraightly charge and command, that if any Officer, oꝛ Mt- 
niſter, of, oꝛ belonging to Our Cuſtomes, oꝛ Po2ts.o2 attending at any the Hauens, Creeks, 
oꝛ places adiacent,o2 carrying to the ſea, ſhall conſent o2 tonmue at the vnlayvfnll crpoztation 
of the Pꝛemiſſes, oꝛ any ofthein; oꝛ ifanp ofthem , ſhall make any certificate vpon any Coc- 
ket,ofthe landing of any Wools in any pozts of this Our BR ale, vnleſſe the Officer himſelf, 
who ſhal make ſuch certificate, doe firſt ſee the lame Wools landed, acco2ding to the contents of 
the laid certificate: Oꝛ i the laid Officers, 02 any of them ſhal make any Cocket, which shall not 
containe the number of Sackes, and the weight of the Wooll in euerp Sacke contained in 
ſuch Cocket, that then euery ſuch Officer, and Mrniſter who ſhall offend in any the pꝛe⸗ 
miſſes, hall not onely foꝛfeit his Office, place, and imployment, but (hall alſo incurre all o⸗ 
ther the paines and penalties afoꝛeſaid. And if any Mimniſter oꝛ Officcr of, oꝛ in anp Ship, 
oz other Ueſſell, (hall permit, and ſuffer any Woolles, Wool-fels, o2 ary other of the pꝛe⸗ 
miſſes to be tranſpozted in any Ship, Bottome, oꝛ other Ueſſell, wherein oz whereofhe ſhall 
be a aſter, oꝛothec officer: That thencuery perſon ſo offending ſhall be ſubtect to ſuch paine 
and penaltie as afozelaid. 

And in caſe there be now in fo2ce any foꝛmer Licences oꝛ Authorities heretofoze giuen and 
granted by Ils, oꝛ any of Our Pꝛedeceſſoꝛs foꝛ tranſpoztation of Wools, oꝛ any other the Pꝛe⸗ 
miſſes, we doe hereby reuoke and diſanull the ſame. And are reſolued that none ſuch hereafter 
ſhall be granted. ä | 

And koꝛ the better vtterance of Cloth within this Our Kingdome; Wee doe ſtraitlp charge 
and command, that when, and as often as vpon the occaſion of any Burtals,o2 Funerals, any 
Blackes be hereafter giuen oz woꝛne; That then ſuch Blacks and mourning ſtuffes ſhall bee 
— 1 and Stuffes, made of the Wool ofthis Kingdome, and not elſewhere, noz 
otherwilc. 

And foꝛ that we are infoꝛmed, that the falſe Dying of Cloth and Stuffes made of Wools, 
is a great hinderance to the vent of thoſe commodities; Therefoze Wee ſtraitly will and com⸗ 
mand, That no perſon whatſocucr,m, oꝛ towards the Dying ofany Cloth of what ſo2t focuer, 
oꝛ of any Stuffes made of Wool, ſhal vſe any Logwood oz Blockwoodthe vſe whereof abom 
the ſaid Clothes oz Dtuffes, hath ſo often by ſcueral Lawes andP2oclamations beene already 
condemned. 

And fo2 the better diſconery of falle and deceiueable Dying, and the ſuppzeſſing of the ſaid 
Logwood and Blockwood, in and about the Dying of Stuffes made of Wool; We doe ſlrait. 
ly charge and command the wardens of the Dyers of London, within the conpaſſe of their 


Search aud all other Officers in other plates; That from time to time they make carefull and 
drligent Search foꝛ the diſcouerte of all faiſe and deceitfull Dying and if in their Searches they 
(all finde any Cloth oꝛ Stuffe Dyed with Logwood oꝛ BlockWood, either in all, oꝛ in part, 
That they ſeaze the lame, andinfozme Our Attournep Generall foꝛ the time being thereof, 

— * pzocceding may be ſpeediiy had againſt the Offendoꝛs, as ſo great a contempt de- 
erueth. 

Further Wee doe hereby ſtraightly charge and command all Juſtices of Peace, Mayozs, 
Sheriffes, Wapliffes, Officers, and other perſons whatſoeuer,todoe their beſt endeauours to 
diſcouer all and euerp the Offendoꝛs againft this Our Pꝛoclamation. 

And foꝛ the better encouragement ot all ſuch as ſhall cake care and patnes to make ſuch dif- 
coueries, Our will and pleaſure is, that enery ſuch perſon that ſhall bee the firſt diſtouerer ot 
{uch Offendo?, ſhall be rewarded with the moitp, oꝛ one halfe of ſuch ſummes of money as 
(hal come vnto Us by vertue of any foꝛfeiture incurred vpon this Our Pꝛoclamation: Giuing 
alſo like Charge and Command that all perſons of what degree, qualitte oꝛ plate ſoeuer, to 
whom it ſhall appertaine, doe diligently obſerue, and readily aſſiſt the due perfozmance of this 


Our Pꝛoclamation in all things.
